Applicants' arguments with respect to claims 13-21 have been considered but they are not persuasive. 
In the Supplement response and amendment dated on 4/11/2005, the Applicants argue that: 

1. Hohle's account number is only a user's account number and is quite different from the message ID of the present invention. The 
user's account number of Hohle can only be used to distinguish each user, but cannot recognize the message of permission for loading 
the application. (E.g. see page 8, 4th paragraph). 

2. Hole teaches only that it is connected to a personalization system. 

3. Hohle does not teach that when offering, the service provider receives a message of permission for loading the application and the 
message of permission includes the message ID. (E.g. see page 9, 1st paragraph). 

Examiner's Response: 

1. As Applicants point out, the user's account number can be used to distinguish each user, therfore, if a different user account is 
present, it will be rejected (permission denied) for any further actions. 

2. Hohle's FIG. 1 shows that it is connected more than just a personalization system. 

3. It is noted htat in the Final Action, dated 1 1/10/2004, that Hohle discloses the mentioned limition in "col. 9:57-65 and see FIG. 9 and 
associated text, i.e. see col. 3:57-67" (see page 5, line 15) . 
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
